Alcohol Flood Treasury 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. (/)—Mes- 

sages protesting and sepproving the 
denaturing of industrial alcohol with 
poison ingredients are flooding the 
treasury, and a formal statement to 
be used in reply to all is being pre- 
pared.

Prohibition has been proclaimed in 
the vast autonomous republic of Ya- 
kutia, one of the ten autonomous re- 
publics within the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

The reason given by the govern- 
ment of Yakutia is that the people of 
the district are spending so much 
money for vodka that they are unable 
to pay their texes.

It ts just as important 
that chronic ailments due to con- 
tinued habits of wrong living end 
maladjustments of the body to its 
environinent should be combatted 
as it is to fight those which are 
the result of infections, deficiency, 
diseases, or toxins. Posture clinics 
are therefore declared definitely 
necessary to relieve children suffer- 
ing from ailments due to poor pos- 


gram of the future is so to train 
the individua] from early life as to 
prevent many ot the present ailments 
which are due to poor posture. The 
interest of the individual in his 
own maximum physical efficiency 
should be aroused by education. He 
should be taught that the freer and 
more economical use of the body 
will not only prevent the chronic 
ailments that may be due directly 
to poor posture, but will conserve 
energy and thus increase the body's 
power to resist disease. 

A number of ailments may be the 
result of incorrect posture, although 


not a panacea. Only when no organic 
cause can be found to explain the 
symptoms should poor posture be 
considered the important cause. How- 
ever, there are times when poor 
ture may be associated with other 
factors, and the general condition of 
the patient may be improved by cor- 
recting the posture so as to increase 
the reserve energy with which to com- 
bat the other factors. 


| MATTER OF CLINICS 


Dr. Armin Klein, director of the 
posture clinic of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, says that the logi- 
cal site for such a clinic is in the out- 
patient cepartment or dispensary of 
a general hospital. Patients should 
not be accepted in the posture clininc 
until they have been thoroughly ex- 
amined and found free from organic 
troubles which may be causing their 
symptoms. The clinic should act as 
a correlating agency, and consulta- 
tions should be conducted with the 
other departments regarding the pe- 
tient to be enrolled. 

Posture clinics may also be estab- 
lished by visiting nurse associations 
in conjunction with child-health cen- 
ters. There the patients may be sent 
from neighboring schocls by the 
nurses employed there, and from the 
district by local physicians. The vis- 
iting nurses themselves may refer a 
number of patients. Naturally there 
will follow cases direct from the 
home because the parent of a child 
who has been cured will instruct the

Pending amendments to the law which 
will take the collection of assessments for 
improvements enfirely out of private hands, 
the amendments to the Improvement Act 
of 1911 proposed by City Attorney Stepb- 
ens are well worth a trial and should re- 
ceive the united support of official and clyic 
organizations before the Legislature, which 
should be asked to enact them speedily. 

In brief, the City Attorney to 
penalize che assessment collectors if they 
overstep the bounds of reason. If they 
make illegal demands, if they ask attorney 
fees and other charges which they have 
not earned, the property owner, upon fur- 
;nishing suitable proof, will be given a re- 
ceipt in full for his assessment and the 
shark will have to pay the bill from his 
own pocket. 

The City Attorney also proposes. methods 
for giving better notice to property own- 
ers of assessments levied against their 
property and proposes an extension of the 
time in which the property owner may pay 
‘before suit. is instituted against him. 

These measures seem well designed to 
cure some of the worst evils of the tax- 
farming scheme and will do good even if 
they do not clear up the situation entirely. 
The need for changes in the law is proved 
by a fact brought out by The Times that, 
in some cases at least, delinquent assess 
ments have sold at an actual premium to 
companies in the lien-collection business. 

This negatives the old saying that no 
man buys a lawsuit. Here we have er- 


amples of men so anxious to purchase law- 


suits that they pay more than the face of 
the claims in order to get them, and hasten 
into the courts before the ink is dry on the 
documents authorizing the assessment. 
Most business men in making collections 
go into court only as a last resort, because. 
in the ordinary course of business, law- 
suits are the most expensive means of mak- 
ing collections. 

It is a good thing that they are, for 
| courts ate already overburdened with busi- 
ness, and discouragement of litigation is 
evidently for the general good of all. But 
we have created a situation here that en 
courages litigation by making it highly 
profitabi® to bring suit. The principle 18 

It was contemplated by the law of 1911 
that contractors should be paid for their 
work, hut not that they and their assigns 
‘should receive in addition to, their pay a 
license to gouge and to extort. No one de- 
sires to take legitimate and earned profits 
and fees from anyone; it may be even

\ELF-CONSTITUTED 
One of the nuisances from which all 
}governments suffer is the self-constituted 
spokesman. His volunteer activities gen- 
erally. misrepresent and often embarrass 


‘affairs of state. Against these unauthor- 
fzed meddlers President Coolidge has 18 
sued a timely warning addressed to all who 
fare prone to take snap judgments on the 
strength of unconfirmed reports. 

: The specific case to call forth these 
pointed criticisms by the President was the 
generally circulated story that the United 
States government had approached the so- 
viet government of Russia on the subject 
of recognition. To this rumor the Presi- 
dent gave a flat and emphatic denial. As 
one Who possesses sole authority under 
the Constitution to authorize such negotia- 
tions President Coolidge affirmed that he 
had heard of no movement hinting at so 
radical a reversal of our traditional Repub- 
lican policy. 

Unfortunately, there will probably be a 
great many more people to listen to the 
supposed secret overtures made by Wash- 
ington to Moscow than to the President's 
unqualified refutations of the rumor. Pos- 
sibly some future historian will chronicle 
that overtures were made by thé United 
States to soviet Russia during the Coolidge 
administration. Certain school text books 
may accept the yarn and so another his- 
torical inaccuracy pass current on the say- 
so of the self-constituted spokesman. 

In the past history has been too often 
garbled and men and events too often mis- 
represented by commentators anxious to 
touch a popular chord or grind a political 
ax. Charles Kingsley, an able scholar, 
threw up his position as professor of his- 
tory at Cambridge University, England, be- 
cause he found it impossible to disentangle 
the false from the true. The grubbings of 
modern writers into the lives of our recog- 
nized great men have only added to the 
fog and obscurity. — 

President Coolidge, however, was not re- 
ferring to what has been done in the past 
by self-constituted spokesmen, but to what 
is being done in the present and may be 
done in the future. He wished to empha- 
size the point that the maintenance of cor- 
dial relations between governments fs best 
entrusted to those charged with official re- 
sponsibility and that nothing but harm will 
result from the meddling of unauthorized 
persons. 

The false story, contradicted later, has 
caused misunderstanding, bas created ugly 
situations and fomented discords that the 
belated truth has never thoroughly allayed. 
It was against this that thé Pres:dent es- 
pecially warned the people. In passing, he 
pafd a high tribute to the American press, 
taken as a whole, for its care not to print 
as neus rumors that may call for denial, 
after the mischief has been done.

THE MULE

Wise men, sitting at the feet of 
mules, have learned a lot; they 
have gotten many scientific kicks 
from them. One of the interest- 
ing things about a mule is its an- 
cestry. It has twice as Many an- 
cestors as other domestic animals, 
including the whole horse and ass 
familes. Plenty of ancestors, yet 
it can never hope to have any de- 
scendants. A tremendous past, a 
hard-working present and ho fu- 


ture better than the boneyard. 1 


A mule is. a cross between @& 
male ass and a mare. The father 
and mother belong to different spe- 
cies of animals. That is why 
mules must always be childless, 
why they can never produce de- 
scendants. Their liyés are enti. -- 
ly loveless. The paternal ass orig- 
inated in Abyssinia, where vast 
troops still range the desert plains; 
fine, fleet animals, regarded as the 
noblest objects of the chase, their 
flesh being prized by the natives 
as is venison by us. 

Another very interesting fact, 
especially interesting to students 
of heredity, has been learned from 
mules. Whena pale ass and mare 
are crossed the colt is a mule, 
But, when the female ass is crossed 
with a stallion, the colt is a hin- 
neye And a binney is not at all 
like a mule. The mule resembles 
the horse, whereas the hinney is 
strangely like the ass. From this 
difference scientists have drawn 
the conclusion that there are two 
kinds of human halfbreeds, as dis- 
tinctly different as the mule and 
the hinney. 

The human races have not yet 
split apart into species as distinct 
as the equine races. For it is 
still possible for men and women 
of the most widely separated rates 
to intermarry and produce fertile 
offspring. All human beings are, 
theréfore, brothers, though not al- 
ways brotherly. But the childre 
of parents belonging to the mos 
distinctly different types are what 
you might properly call human 
hinneys or human mules.

Atavism, or reversion to 
type. is what takes place when 
unamalgamating species interbreed. 

The State of Rhode Island has 
erected a monument to her superb 
breed of chickens—the Rhode Is- 
land Reds. Ia like manner the 
whole country should do honor to 
the mule. It helped make our 
country what ft is. It was one of 
the “big four” that built the trans- 
continental railroads, the others 
being the ox, the buffalo and man. 
Without mules many wars would 
not have been won by the white 
races. And what does the mule 
get out of life? Nothing but the 
honor of bearing man’s burden. 
One thing, however, they need 


never worry about—the worry that
